It  has  been  over  a  quarter-century  since  the  late,  great 
Steve  Rood  called  to  talk  me  into  becoming  secretary- 
treasurer  of  IASAC.  1  had  never  met  the  man,  who  was 
introduced  to  me  be  another  club  member  named  Ken 
Macomber,  a  dealer  from  the  Boston  area  and  also 
many-year's  deceased.  We  all  met  for  the  first  time  in 
Denver,  1988.  It  was  wonderful  to  put  faces  together 
with  the  voices  I'd  heard  many  times  over  the  phone! 

The  club  had  fallen  apart  before  Steve  stepped  up  to  take  over  the  presidency. 
Duane  Spellman  had  kept  things  going  for  a  couple  of  years  in  the  interim, 
producing  The  Silver  Bugle  for  members  on  his  own.  When  I  joined  the 
board,  I  helped  Duane  with  the  newsletter.  Our  family  didn't  have  a 
computer  then,  and  I  did  everything  on  an  electric  typewriter,  and  cut  and 
pasted  images  from  clip  art  books.  Bugle  pages  were  glued  to  a  template 
with  rubber  cement  and  I  w'ould  send  them  off  in  the  mail  to  Duane.  I 
remember  we  lost  at  least  one  issue  in  the  mail,  and  I  had  to  frantically 
recreate  it! 

Duane  kept  the  membership  list  updated  on  his  computer  and  he'd  print  the 
address  labels.  Then  when  he  received  the  Bugle  pages  from  me,  he  w'ould 
take  then  to  a  local  print  shop,  slap  an  address  label  on  the  outside  (with  his 
famous  'red  dot'  if  you  owed  dues),  add  a  stamp  and  take  it  to  the  post  office. 

My,  how  times  have  changed!  Now,  being  the  troglodyte  that  I  am,  I  relv  on 
Joe  to  do  the  'cut  and  paste'  routine  on  his  computer.  We  email  back  and 
forth  vvith  additions  and  corrections.  Once  it  is  proofread  (and  we  still  miss 
some  errors,  which  we  regularly  hear  about  -  Duane  used  to  remark  that  at 
least  people  were  reading  the  newsletter!),  it  is  sent  to  the  printer.  Then  the 
print  shop  sends  it  to  a  mail  house  for  distribution.  In  all,  the  process  takes 
several  weeks  minimum.  The  last  issue  of  the  Bugle,  was  quite  late,  due  to 
my  busy  summer  schedule,  Joe's  w-ork  schedule,  and  a  backup  at  the 
printer/mailers.  You  get  the  picture.  So,  this  time,  we’re  trying  to  be  prompt 
and  efficient.  With  a  little  bit  of  luck,  you'll  receive  this  edition  of  The  Silver- 
Bugle  the  first  week  of  October. 

It  has  been  my  pleasure  to  be  involved  with  the  club  all  these  years.  I've 
made  some  great  friends  along  the  way  and  have  had  some  wonderful 
experiences.  But  I  do  look  forward  to  not  having  the  responsibility  of  putting 
the  Bugle  together.  It  is  a  HUGE  task.  Please  contribute  to  making  it  a 
success  as  Doug  Jennings  takes  over  as  president  and  Joe  Markulics 
continues  as  secretary-treasurer.  I'll  still  be  around,  stepping  into  the  role  of 
historian  in  December.  My  first  article  will  be  about  the  club  archiv  es.

Do  you  remember  the  unique  Los  Angeles  County  Fair  silver  art  bars 
from  the  1970's,  8o's  and  90's?  The  ones  with  the  pig  mascot? 

Bill  Causey  started  the  American  Gold  and  Silver  mint  (AGSC)  in  the 
1970's  and  for  over  20  years  has  produced  the  iconic  LA  Counts  Fair  art 
bars.  The  pig  and  other  barnyard  animals  are  shown  around  the  fair 
hasing  a  good  time. 

LA  Fair  officials  approached  Bill  in  the  early  1970’s  to 
produce  a  promotional  souvenir  composed  of  .999 
tine  silver.  Bill  agreed  and  his  bars  and  rounds  have 
become  a  classic  piece  of  silver  Americana. 

His  designs  varied  every  year  from  harness  racing,  to 
a  pig  shown  sening  a  slice  of  pie  or  the  pig  cooking 
up  a  barbecue  meal  (and  not  being  the  meal)!  One 
year  Bill  gold  plated  24k  over  his  silver  bars  which 
resulted  in  a  very  popular  bar  addition  to  his  series. 
This  gave  the  bar  a  different  look  for  the  gold 
admirer's  to  enjoy.  Bill  used  USSC  -  United  States 
Silver  Corporation  (Continental  Coin  Company)  to 
produce  some  of  his  LA  Fair  bars.  The  reverse  are  USSC's  and  catalog 
numbered  USSC  165,  265,  266,  267  in  the  LASAC  club's  Guide  Book  of 
Silver  Art. 

Bill  always  enjoyed  the  Fair  with  his  family  and 
working  at  the  booth.  Every  year  he  would  give  ten 
of  his  newly-minted  bars  to  the  LA  Fair  officials  as  a 
gesture  of  appreciation.  By  always  giving  back  to  the 
community,  he  was  well  liked. 

His  bar's  reverse  had  the  American  Gold  and  Silver 
logo  cataloged  AGSC-i  through  AGSC-12.  The  series 
probably  was  produced  beyond  this,  but  is  only 
recorded  up  to  that  bar  in  the  Indexed  Guide  Book  of 
Art  Bars. 

The  LA  Fair  building  7A  was  a  kitchen  booth  area  for  American  Gold  and 
Silver  to  show  their  silver.  Bill  wanted  to  get  the  word  out  and  show  the 
public  his  art  bars.  With  the  help  of  Continental  Coins,  (USSC) 
Continental  parked  an  armored  car  and  their  security  personnel  right 
outside  the  booth  entrance  on  the  day  of  the  fair.  The  crew  then  set  up

and  placed  a  1000  ounce  silver  bar  (68.58  pounds)  on  a  table  outside  for 

People  coming  in  were  excited  about  the 
display.  No  one  had  ever  seen  such  a 
large  mass  of  silver  like  that  -  almost  70 
POUNDS  -  which  is  quite  heavy. 
Outside,  the  sign  on  the  table  said  that 
official  LA  Fair  real  silver  one  oz  bars 
were  inside  to  look  at  and  purchase  if 
desired  at  American  Gold  and  Silver's 
booth.  This  generated  great  excitement  for  Bill  at  the  Fair  and  made  his 
silver  art  bar  theme  some  of  the  most  popular,  fun  and  appreciated  silver 
art  to  this  day. 

American  Gold  and  Silver  also  produced  bars  from 
the  dies  of  the  FI.  Al\in  Sharpe's  designed  "Silent 
Pardner”.  Belford  and  Causey  mint  produced  some 
others  also. 

The  Burke  family  attended  the  LA  Fair  in  the  late 
1990's  and  saw  the  wonderful  collection  of  Bill's  silver 
and  gold  plated  LA  Fair  silver  art  for  sale.  It  was  a  lot 
of  fun  looking  at  those  designs  in  person  and 
conversing  with  the  designer,  Bill  Causey.  I  was 
excited  to  purchase  a  bar  from  Bill  at  the  Fair  while 
visiting  his  booth. 

The  1970's  and  8o's  were  imaginative  design  years  for  silver  art  but  it 
dawned  on  me  that  the  1990's  were  also  great  years  for  creative  silver  art 
production  and  design.  One  understands  this  when  looking  back  through 
each  decade  at  a  time  and  adding  it  up  a  quarter  of  a  century  later! 

Fast  forward  from  our  LA  Fair  visit  late  1990's  to 
around  2010  on  a  phone  interview  with  Bill.  Add  to 
that  a  few  more  years  of  mo\ing  and  finding  the 
boxes  that  contained  these  treasured  notes  of  our 
conversation  that  you're  now  reading.  What  a  special 
time  in  '99. 

Past  CSNA  President,  Lee  Kuntz  mentioned  he  had 
worked  with  Bill  Causey  and  had  produced  some  half 
ounce  silver  LA  Fair  pieces.  I  had  never  seen  half 
ounce  LA  Fair  silver  art.  Have  any  of  our  members 
ever  seen  or  own  any? 

Ahhh,  the  mysteries  of  silver! 

See  you  later.. .Same  silver  time,  same  Silver  Bugle.
